The court, trying 22 top Nazis 
‘as war criminals, received - this | 
evidence in the record of a secret 
meeting of Fritz Sauckel with of- 
ficials of the Ministry for Oc- 
cupied Eastern territories and the 
Nazi Labor Front Sept. 4, 1942. 

Sauckel, who was in charge of 
foreign labor, was in the prisoners’ 
box as the report was read ‘in 
prosecution of Martin Bormann, 
Hitler's aid whp is being tried in 
absentia although many believe 
he died in the battle of Berlin. 

The record showed that Hitler 
wanted the imported women to be 
from 15 to 35 years old and of | 
appearances suitable for their as- | 
similation by the Germans. 

To further the scheme, Hitler 
ordered the suspension of a decree 
forbidding the “illegal bringing of 
female housekeepers into the 
Reich by menmtbers of the armed 
forces.” 

The American - British prose- 
cution staffs completed the major 
part of their case today and yield- 
ed to the French, who will begin 
their presentation of evidence to- 
morrmew. The Americans and 
Britons still have to offer evidence |

Case of Seyss-Inquart. 

Lt. Henry V. Atherton of Boston, 
an American prosecutor, accused 
another defendant, bespectacled 
Arthur Seyss-Inquart, former com- 
missioner for Austria and later for 
the Netherlands, of deporting at 
least 117,000 Jews from Holland, 
most of them to Nazi murder 
camps. 

He was accused, moreover, of 
sending 431,500 Dutch to slave 
labor in Germany. 

Describing Seyss-Inquart as one 
of the “most detested” defend-/ 
ants the prosecutor introduced 
evidence that Seyss-Inquart pos- 
sessed absolute power and there- 
fore could not escafe blame for 
his deeds, He called Seyss-Inquart 
the first of Hitler’s quislings. 

The prosecutor quoted one of 
Seyss-Inquart’s speeches in the 
Hague in 1943: 

“We remain human because we 
do not torture our opponents. We 
have to remain tough because we 
have to annihilate them.” | 

View Toward Slavs. 

The British prosecution offered 
this declaration of Bormann as 
fllustrative of the Nazi attitude 
toward conquered peoples: 

“The Slavs are to work for us. 
Insofar as we don’t want them, 
they may die. Therefore, com- 
pulsory vaccination and German 
health measures are superfluous. 
The fertility of Slavs is under- 
sirable.) They may use contra- 
ceptives or practice abortion, the

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (AP)— 
R. Adm.’ Husband E. Kimmel, Pa- 
cific fleet commander when the 
Japanese struck Pearl Harbor, 
disclosed today he had received 
letters threatening his life after 
-he returned to this. country. 

Telling his story of the disaster 
at the first public hearing he has 
been afforded, Adm, Kimmel gave 
‘a Senate-House investigating com- 
mittee correspondence in which 
he related that such letters 
| reached him daily early in 1942. 
| He felt then, that his ‘crucifixion 
before’ the public has about 
reached the limit.” 

He also told the committee: 

1. The Army and Navy in Ha- 
waii co-operated to a “higher 
degree” than in many other 
areas. 

2. But he didn’t know that the 
Army had alerted only against 
sabotage just before the Dec. 7, 
1941, attack. 

3. He futilely opposed the pre- 
war transfer of a battleship di- 
vision from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic, and carried to Presi- 


dent Roosevelt a protest against 
the proposed shifting of a sec- 
ond division. 

4. The Navy recommended 
throwing Japanese spies in Ha- 
waii “in the jug” but the Army 
objected. 

Adm. Kimmel told the commit- 
tee he thought that Lt. Gen. Wal 
ter Short, army chief in Hawail, 
had only “one kind of an alert.” 

“What kind<did you think he 
had?” asked the tommittee coun- 
sel, Seth Richardson. 

“To put his people on the alert,” 
Adm, Kimmel replied shortly. 

He explained that on Nov. 27, 
1941, after Gen. Short had re 
ceived a war warning message 
from Washington, he had been 
told the Army had gone on 
alert. Prior to Nov. 5, he said, 
the army simply had an “alert or 
non-alert status.”

An anti-strike bill, fixing prison 

terms for those guilty of ‘“con- 

spiracy” to stop the movement of 
food, medicines or other necessi- 
ties, and authorizing the Governor 
to seize plants tied up by strikes, 
was introduced in the Missouri 

Senate today by Senator H. R. 

Williams of Cassville, majority 

floor leader. 


Williams, in presenting his bill, 
made a speech calling attention 
to the current work stoppages, 
saying: “The Presjdent is doing 
nothing except to urge the people 
to call on their Congressmen, and 
the Congressmen are more inter- 
ested in their political fortunes 
than in the welfare of the coun- 
try. Management as well as labor 
is to blame for the present strike 
wave, which amounts to a revolu- 
tion.” He told of the meat strike, 
and of the newspaper carriers’ 
strike last August and September. 

“In this situation,” he said, “it 
is time for the state to take hold.” 

Williams’ bill provides that 
whenever any controversy affects 
or hinders production, manufac- 
ture or distribution of any com- 
modity necessary to comfort, 
health or convenience of citizens 
of Missouri, 
place the plant or property under 
martial law, and shall take over 
and operate it. If a wage claim 
is involved, the difference between 
the wages paid and those asked 
are to be impounded to await set- 
tlement, 

The other clauses of the bill set 
forth that any two or more per- 
sons agreeing to hinder or pre- 
vent the movement of food, medi- 
cine, building material or other 
necessities of life should be held 
guilty of conspiracy and punished 
by not less than two years in 
prison,

Agreement Believed Near 
After Union Cuts De- 
mand—G, M, C, Dead- 
lock Unbroken. 


DETROIT, Jan. 16 (AP)—After 
slashing their original wage de- 
mand nearly in two, the CIO Unit- 
ed Auto Workers are believed to 
be nearer a settlement with the 
Ford Motor Co, today. The dead- 
lock with General Motors Corp. 
remained unbroken. 

The Ford company disclosed 
that it had offered’ the union a 
pay boost of 17% cents an hour 
last Friday, but union negotiators 
turned it down and countered yes- 


terday with the 19%-cents-an-hour 
figure recommended by the presi- 
dential fact-finding board in the 
General Motors dispute. 


The latest Ford offer and the 
union’s recession from its 30 per 
cent demand—or about 36 cents 
aa hour on Ford rates—left the 


apart, but another difference tend- 
ed to leaven the optimism, 


Union Wants Immediate Rise. 

“We are getting closer together 
in the bargaining,” Union Presi- 
dent R. J. Thomas admitted, but 
he contended the 109,000 Ford 
workers should “get their increase 
now.” 

His comment was in reference 
to Ford’s statement that its offer 
“is of course contingent upon a 
workable agreement between the 
union and company” on worker 
productivity and other factors. 

Ford's only previous offer of a 
15-cents-an-hour increase, prompt- 
ly rejected by the union, would 
have become effective only when 
production reached the _ rate of 
80,000 units monthly. A_ union 
spokesman said that offer, made 
Dec. 18, had “too many jokers 
in it.” 

Ford Co. Statement. 

The following statement was is- 
sued by John S. Bugas, director of 
industrial relations for the Ford 
Motor Co.: 

“Last Friday the Ford Motor 
Co. offered the UAW-CIO a wage 
increase of 17% cents an hour to 
take effect when the company 
reaches production, which we be- 
lieve should be within the next two 
months.

Telegrams Too Late to

CHICAGO, Jan. 16 (AP)—A na- 
tionwide packing house workers 
strike involving 268,000 workers, 
threatening a meatless diet for 
the nation, began today, mit 
union leaders agreed to confer to- 
morrow in Washington with Sec- 
retary of Labor Schwellenbach in 
government efforts to halt the 
walkout. 

Four of the largest packing 
houses—Swift, Armour, Wilson 
and Cudahy—announced' they 
would attend the conference with 
Schwellenbach and the unions, 

Lewis J. Clark, president of the 
CIO United Packing House Work- 
ers union, said he and the union's 


general counsel, Ralph Helstein, 
would: go to Washington. Clark's 
spokesman, ‘however, said the 
strike was in full force with all 
its 193.000 members out in 140 
plants across the nation. 


Previously Earl W. Jimerson, 
president, and Patrick E. Gorman, 
secretary of the AFL Amalgamat- 
ed Meat Cutters and Butcher 
Workmen,. proposed to the CIO 
that both “unions heed the last- 
minute plea by Schwellenbach and 
“postpone gontinuation” of the 
strike. 

Request too Late. 

The AFL pointed out, however, 
that Schwellenbach’s appeal last 
night came too late to avert the 
strike which had been called for 
midnight and began promptly, in 
some instances even before the 
deadline. 

In Washington, Charles G., 
Ross, presidential press secretary, 
said there were no plans for 
presidential action in the meat 
strike, but Edgar L. Warren, 
chief of the Federal Conciliation 
Service, said appointment of a 
fact-finding board in the dispute 
was under consideraticn. 

There was no immediate esti 
mate from the AFL as to how 
many of its members actually 
were out but 75,000 were involved, 
45,000 today, and 30,000 more later. 
Another 60,000 AFL members in 
the retail trade were not directly 
involved. 

Spokesman for major packing 
companies made these estimates 
today of the number out on strike 
nationally: Armour & Co., 35,000; 
Cudahy, 10,000; Wilson & Co, 
9400; Swift & Co., 15,000 to 16,800. 

The CIO spokesman said struck 
plants included those of Armour, 
Cudahy, Swift, Wilson and five 
smaller concerns, Morrell, Kingan 
& Co. Cudahy Brothers, Rath 
Packing and Tobin Packing Com. 
panies. 

Price Proposal Reported. 

George A. Eastwood, president 
of Armour, said that government 
conciliators, who made _ intense 
efforts here this week to avert 
the strike, had proposed that the 
Government pay 30 to 35 cents a 
hundredweight more on dressed 
meat purchased by the Govern- 
ment and that ceiling prices on 
civilian meats be increased 10 to 
12% cents a hundredweight. 

Stating the proposal was “in a 
sense recognition of the fact that 
the industry cannot raise wages

SUIT I$ FILED TO ENJOIN 

A new suit to enjoin the Board 
of Police Commissioners from car- 
rying out its avowed intention of 
smashing the police union was 
filed today in Circuit Court by the 
legal firm of Hay and Flanagan. 

The suit, filed in behalf of all 
the members of Local 549, AFL 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employes, 
seeks an injunction to prevent 
disciplining of union members and 
a declaratory judgment as to 
validity of a police manual rule 
agtinst unionization.

Rising — School Levy 
Bill Also Is Passed, 


A bill which would enable an in- 
7 crease of the tax rate for various 
municipal purposes in the city of 
St. Louis by as much as 52 cents 
on the $100 assessed valuation was 
passed by the State House of Rep- 
resentatives yesterday and now 
goes to the Governor for signa- 
ture. 

It will become effective immed- 
jately on being signed, but the 
city administration has no pres- 
ent intention of taking advantage 
of the oppo tunity to raise more 
revenue. City officials told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter the author- 
ity was regarded only as an 
emergency power. While demands 
on the city treasury have been ris- 
ing sharply*®and revenue has re- 
mained at fa virtually constant 
level, there is a tacit concern at 
City Hall over the reaction of 
voters to a tax increase. 


The possible increase of 52 cents 
would amount to a rise of con- 
siderably more than one third over 
the present level of $1.35 on the 
$100 valuation. It would yield an 
added revenue of about $5,700,000 
a year, or an increase* of almost 
one quarter over the estimate of 
$24,000,000 for general revenue in 
the fiscal year starting next April. 
To the owner of property assessed 
at $5000, such a: tax rate increase 
would mean the addition of $26 
to his annual bill. 

This bill, prevfously passed by 
the State Senate, was originated 
as part of the series of tax revi- 
£i0n measures in the Legislature 
designed to conform to the liberal- 
ized revenue provisions of the new 
State -constitution which became 
effective. nearly a year ago. 


‘Tax Rate Authority. 

There are, in effect, three major 
divisions of the tax rate increase 
authority, as follows: _ 

Establishment of the existing 
special-purpose levies—4 cents 
on the $100 for the Public Li- 
brary, 2 cents for the Zoo and 
2 cents for the Art Museum, 
total & cents—as separate rates, 
not required to come out of the 
general municipal rate. 

Provision for three new spe- 
Cial-purpose rates totaling 14 
cents; also not required to come 
out of the general municipal 
rate. These would be rates of 
not more than 10 cents for oper- 
ation of hospitals, 2 cents for 
public health services and 2 
cents for recreational grounds 
(other than the Zoo). They 
could be put into effect by ordi- 
mance passed by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Provision for increasing the 
general municipal rate by not 
more than 30 cents. This could 
be made effective only if sub- 
mitted to the voters at a gen- 
eral or special election and ap- 
proved by a two thirds vote, 
and such authority would last 
only for four years, unless re- 
newed., 

Some affirmative action by the 
Roard of Aldermen would be neces- 
sary before the shift of the exist- 
ing 8 cents if special-purpose rates 
out of the/genera! city rate could 
be eff d. In other words, the 
bill does not automatically increase 
the aggregate tax rate by 8 cents. 
This interpretation was made by 
Associate City Counselor Aubrey 
B. Hamilton, who drafted the bill 
for a legislative committee. 

Under a law enacted last au- 
ftumn the Public Library tax rate 
could be increased from 4 cents 
to not more than 6 cents by vote 
of the people, taken at the peti 
tion of 100 taxpaying voters or of 
the library board. 
For General Services. 

The existing general city rate 
has been $1.25 on the $100 valua 
tion, of which $1 has been levied 
as a city and 35 cents under the 
city’s status as ai quasi-county. 
With the existing special-purpose 
rates drawn out of this agpre- 
gate, the city heretofore has had 
the use of only $1.27 for general 
services. One _of the major 
financial problems with which the 
city has been confronted has been 
an increase of about $2,500,000 in 
the annual payroll] during the last 
two years. 

Tax rates not affected by this 
bill. are for the city bond interest 
and sinking fund, general support 
of the St. Louis public schools, 
the school bond interest and.sink- 
ing fund, and the state. Last 
year these rates were, respec- 
tively, 40 cents, 89 cents, 2 cents 
and 9 cents. The city contem- 
plates renewing its 40-cent bond 
charge this year. 

However, under another bill 
passed by the House yesterday 
and sent to the Governor for ap- 
proval, the tax rate of any school 
district, including that of St. 

yuis, could be incramsed above 
the ordinary constitutional maxi- 
mum, to any level, on approval by 
a two-thirds vote of voters of the 
district. The current St. Louis 
general school levy of &9 cept? on 
the $100 is at the constitutional 
maximum. No intention by the

S3000 FINE FOR BIRT 
CERTIFICATE SCHEME

Elmer Francis Kelley, whose 
birth certificate business caused 
him to be found guilty of using

defraud, was fined $3000 by United 
States District Judge Richard M. 
Duncan today, and sentence was

Judge Duncan warned Kelley 
that any further complaint as to 
promotional activities on his part 
would catise him to be sent to 
prison.

A lie-detector test which indl- 
cated that Allen J, Jenowa, former 
convict, had no connection with 
the murder of 9-year-old Shirley 
Jean Coxey led to Jenowa's re- 
lease and left police today with 
little hope of an early solution of 


the casé. 

Jenowa, who hl given detec- 
tives conflicting accounts of his 
movements on Thanksgiving 
night, when the girl was mur- 
dered, was subjected to a three- 
hour test yesterday. Analysis of 
changes in his blood pressure and 
respiration rate while answering 
a barrage of questions indicated 
he was telling the truth when he 
said he knew nothing about the 
crime, Chief of Detectives Herman 
Siebels announced. 

The test was conducted by Set. 
Ralph N. Eidson of the State 
Highway Patrol and Sgt. Edward 
Kelly of the Police Research Bu- 
reau with a lie detector brought 
here from Jefferson City. 

Jenowa, an Osage Indian, at 
the time of the murder lived half 
a block from the schoolgirl’s home 
at 3817 Washington boulevard, He 
had given police four versions of 
how he spent Thanksgiving night, 
the accounts differing but all 
placing him in the neighborhood 
where the girl was attacked. 

Detectives obtained evidence 
that Jenowa on the night in ques- 
tion made several trips from his 
;rooming house at 3850 Washington 
to a restaurant at 3852 Olive 
street, where he had drunk rum 
and gin with a restaurant employe. 
They learned he had attempted to 
wash blood stains from one of his 
Suits, but witnesses confirmed 
Jenowa’'s statement that his suit 
had been stained with his own 
blood from a cut suffered in a 
fight shortly before Thanksgiving.

the Public Service Commission in 
the proposed new department of 
business and utilities were dis- 
rupted Jast night when members 
of the commission, under pres- | 
sure of questioning by Senator. 
Jasper Smith of Springfield, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the com- 
mission would function more ef- 
fectively as a separate department. 

After extended discussion the 
committee decided to send a group 
of its members to the Governor to 
ascertain whether he would with- 
draw his tentative assignment of 
the. commission to the new depart- 
ment, and approve a bill retain- 
ing it as a separate governmental 
agency. 

Chairman Morris E. Osburn of 
the commission and Commission- 
ers Kyle Williams and Charles L. 
Henson, all serving under the Gov- 
ernor, reluctantly took a position 
in opposition to the assignment 
as made by the Governor, and 
when pressed by Smith all said 
they believed that if it were pos- 
sible the integrity of the commis- 
sion should not be disturbed. 

Governor’s Proposal. 

Under the set-up proposed in a 
bill drafted by Senator Arnold 
Leonard of Joplin and other mem- 
bers of the committee, the com- 
mission would have been included 
with five other state departments 
-—-insurance, building and loan su- 
pervision, finance, resources and 
development, and athletics — with 
an over-all director with very lim- 
ited powers. 

The bill actually left each of the 
departments to function exactly 
as it has, and the director would 
have been limited to making 
recommendations on purely admin- 
istrative matters without any 
power to put his recommenda- 
tions into effect. In fact, the only 
reason for the director was that 
the department must have a head. 

The Governor, under authority 
of the new Constitution, had as- 
signed all of these activiti -o the 
single department, and the Legis- 
lature could only prepare the bill 
setting up the department in con- 
formity with his assignments. 

Under the Constitution all state 
activities must be consolidated in 
14 departments. In making his 
assignments, the Governor left 
one department open. It is the 
hope of the Senate committee and 
of the commissioners that he will 
agree to fill this vacancy with a 
separate assignment of the Public 
Service Commission. 

Smith attempted to ascertain 
from Osburn whether he had dis- 
cussed the matter with the Gover- 
nor, and whether he had reason to 
believe that a bill preserving the 
present status of the Commission 
would meet with the Governor's 
approval, Osburn dodged the 
questions and did not disclose 
whether he had information as to 
the Governor's present attitude. 

Possibility of Pressure. 

In discussing the bill, Williams 
voiced the objection that a direc- 
tor, although even only nominally 
the head of the department, might 
attempt to influence members of 
the Commission on utility matters, 
and said that as the Commission 
functioned almost exactly as does 
a court, it would be inadvisable to 
have jt even remotely subservient 
to a director. 

Some objections to the phrase- 
Ology of a part of the bill was 
made by several of the commis- 
sioners, who feared that as word- 
ed the bill might have the effect 
of destroying the precedents es- 
tablished by the commission in its 
33 years of existence. It was de- 
cided that the commission should 
prepare a suggested amendment 
to be considered by the committee 
in case the Governor should not 
agree to placing the commission 
in a department to itself.

The appropriation measure orig- 
inally called for a tidelands “war 
chest” of $150,000, but this was 
slashed to the lower figure by the 
Ways and Means Committee. 

The bill, declared to be “an ur- 
gency measure necessary for the 
immediate preservation of the 
public peace, health, and safety,” 
was sponsored _ principally’ by 
Speaker Charles W. Lyon of the 
Assembly. It was introduced at 
the start of the present special 
session, called by Gov. Earl War- 
ren to consider a number of 
emergency problems, including 
housing, but California observers 
of the oil controversy have agree? 
that the tidelands appropriation 
topped the list of “musts.”

Offering a preview of the cost of 
caring for the soldiers of World 
War II, the Veterans Administra- 
tion reported yesterday that it 
spent $2,271,318,353 in the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1945. This 
was almost triple the $828,391,436 
spent in the preceding fiscal year. 

It is only a preview of World 
War II costs because financial 
benefit laws barely had begun to 
function for veterans of the con- 
flict.

The Freeing of Vitamin D 


The release of the Vitamin D patents of the 
University of Wisconsin Alumni Research Foun- 
dation, by a consent decree of the United States 
District Court at Chicago, is a victory for free 
enterprise and public health. Coming on the 
heels of the Aluminum Co, of America’s agree- 
ment to release its patents on the extraction of 
alumina, the raw material of aluminum, from 
low-grade bauxite, it is a powerful indication 
of the disrepute into which monopolistic patents 
have fallen. 

The Vitamin D monopoly was.one of the ugli- 
est, for it maintained exorbitant prices and: re- 
stricted production in a pharmaceutical that is 
needed most by the millions who can pay the 
least. 

Vitamin D, “the sunshine vitamin,” which pre- 
vents rickets and is essential to promote bone 
growth and prevent tooth decay, is of utmost 
importance to expectant mothers, infants and 
children. As L. D. Barney, business manager 
of the foundation, crassly testified in a lawsuit: 
“It is my understanding that rickets is found 
to a great extent in the so-called poorer class 
of people.” 

“Despite this full awareness of the incidence 
of their high-price policy,” wrote Wendell Berge, 
Assistant Attorney General of the United States 
in charge of the Antj-Trust Division, “the foun- 
dation and its licensees remorselessly maintained 
prices ...so high that their use was practical- 
ly restricted to those who had least need for 
them.” 

The foundation, which has no connection with 
the university whose name it has ill served, has 
licensed the Vitamin D, or irradiation, process 
for use in condensed milk, evaporated milk, fluid 
milk, yeast, cereals, flour and crackers. It has 
licensed it for poultry foods, since the vitamin 
is needed to prevent or cure rickets," develop 
bones and assist the production and hatching 
quality of eggs. Three-fourths of all the commer- 
cial mixed poultry feed used in the United States 
is fortified with Vitamin D, The foundation has 
also licensed the feeding of irradiated yeast to 
cows on the theory that it will impart anti- 
rachitic qualities to the milk. 

The foundation has exerted an amazingly rigid 
control over its licensees, in some agreements 
supervising the fixing of prices, potencies, dos- 
ages and container sizes, the Kilgore investigat- 
ing committee of Congress reported. Nor was it 
content with domestic domination. The world 
market for Vitamin D was split up by cartel 
agreements with the vicious IG Farbenindustrie 
of Germany and the British concern of Joseph 
Nathan & Co. 

Through abuse of the patent and cartel de- 
vices, the foundation suppressed competition, at- 
tempted to suppress research information that 
threatened its monopoly, required licensees to 
charge unreasonable prices to the Government 
and tried to suppress truthful advertising, ac- 
carding to Mr. Berge. 

Now, after 21 years, the Vitamin D patent 
monopoly is broken. The foundation is pro- 
hibited from suing for infringement of patents, 
from collecting royalties or from entering into 
price-fixing or manufacturing restrictions. 

The victories of the people in Vitamin D and 
aluminum may augur an era of freedom of en- 
terprise, in which patents and cartels will be 
permitted only to bring about a proper protec- 
tion of the patent-holder and a proper orderli- 
ness in an industry, but will not be tolerated as 
means of obstructing competition and levying 
tribute on consumers.

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Critic Churchill on Vacation 

Americans have a time-honored slogan to the 
effect that “politics stops at the water's edge.” 
Now it turns out that the British follow the same 
policy of no holds barred at home, but a bland 
appearance of complete domestic amity when 
chatting with a neighbor. Winston Churchill, ar- 
riving in New York, lived up to that principle 
when he declined to discuss British politics with 
the remark: “I very rarely like to criticize the 
British Government abroad.” 

It happens that Churchill, since becoming a 
prominent member of the Opposition by man- 
date of the ‘British voters, has had a vastly dif- 
ferent attitude when at home. For instance, he 
welcomed the New Year by telling the British 
people that they were in danger of losing the 
fruits of victory because they had been “beguiled 
by false promises.” And shortly before, he had 
assailed the Labor Government for “incompet- 
ence and feebleness,” and had protested that 
‘“‘we are being harassed, harried, tied down and 
stifled.” 

So, while Mr. Churchill is relaxing in Florida 
and lecturing in Missouri, his- visit to America 
should prove a most pleasant vacation—especial- 
ly for Mr. Attlee, 
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Former Senator Truman could probably do 
nowadays with a little presidential courtesy. 
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Clarifying Words on Demobilization 


You see firemen playing checkers some- 
times, but that doesn’t mean you fire them 
and send them home. They may be vitally 
needed a few minutes later. It’s the same 
way with our occupation forces. We must 
maintain them at a safe level, because we 
may need them, even though we don’t have 
full work for all of them all the time. 


With that homely parallel, Gen. Eisenhower 
has disposed of a frequent complaint among 
overseas troops clamoring to be sent home—the 
contention that there isn’t enough for them to 
do, and that they are being kept in service need- 
lessly. And he made it clear that proper carry- 
ing out of occupation and policing duties in for- 
mer enemy countries is just as important to the 
world’s security as being prepared to fight a fire 
is to any GI’s home town, 

The Chief of Staff, testifying before a group 
of Senators and Representatives yesterday, had 
equally sensible answers to the other charges 
that are being made by the protesting soldiers. 
He demonstrated sympathy with their normal 
desire to get home as soon as possible, but he 
made it plain, with facts and figures, that there 
must be brakes on the rate of demobilization in 
order to prevent “collapse” of the Army. 

Some of the more vociferous of the soldier

demonstrators, and their allies at home, have 
obviously not thought these things through. If 
they had, they would not be suggesting a course 
that may jeopardize the whole objective of fu- 
ture security which was one of the major war 
aims. Perhaps our soldiers need some intensive 
indoctrination in the larger issues that so greatly 
outweigh their personal objections to remaining 
overseas. If they need it, so do a good many 
civilians, and Gen. Eisenhower’s temperate, en- 
lightening testimony provides the basis for a 
sound indoctrination course for both groups, 
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An Unconfused Majority 

A sound position was taken by the Citizens’ 
Emergency Housing Committee yesterday in 
overriding the recommendation of a subcom- 
mittee that it drop its efforts for relaxation of 
zoning restrictions against roomers. 

The subcommittee, headed by Mrs. J. Walter 
Goldstein, who opposed the relaxation to start 
with, made a survey and reported that the zon- 
ing change would not make enough living units 
available to be worthwhile. 

Its findings were not-persuasive. They dif- 
fered to a fantastic degree from the findings of 
J. Wesley McAfee, chairman of the committee, 
who had no preconceived notions of how much 
zoning relaxation would accomplish. They co 
incided closely .with Mrs. Goldstein’s precon- 
ceived opinion of the merits of the move. They 
were arrived at with an apparent misapprehen- 
sion on the part of the subcommittee as to what 
is wanted. The subcommittee was discouraged 
at finding no usable family units available, 
whereas complete vacant family units in private 
residences were hardly to have been expected, 
and the main hope is for rooms that will be 
makeshift homes during the emergency. 

Both Mrs. Goldstein and E. J. Russell, chair- 
man of the City Plan Commission, who also 
opposed relaxation of the zoning ordinance, have 
every right to their opinion, But their reason- 
ing is difficult to follow. 

Mr. Russell says relaxation of the zoning laws 
“will do irreparable damage to the city.” Mr. 
McAfee and the majority of his committee rec- 
ognize that some damage will be done, but they 
regard it as an unpleasant necessity. The view- 
point of the opposition that the damage will be 
irreparable becomes puzzling in the light of its 
conclusion that the number of rooms that would 
be made available would be trifling. How ex- 
plain this minuscule cause and cataclysmic ef- 
fect? 

If, as Mrs. Goldstein and Mr. Russell say, 
almost no rooms would be rented as a result of 
the zoning suspension, there would be almost 
no damage. If, as Mr. McAfee believes, 1500 
to 2000 rooms or more could be made available 
to veterans, there would be that much gain. 

The opposition minority on the Emergency 
Housing Committee seems to have got itself con- 
fused, but the majority knows what it wants. 
Every room made available by zoning relaxation 
will be one room more than can be brought into 
service by doing nothing. 

May the committee press the zoning relaxation 
on the Board of Aldermen vigorously, for ‘the 
need is great, the time is urgent and accom- 
plishments to date are few. 
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The great need of reconversion,sapparently, is 
for more people to be converted to it. 
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The Bribe Bill in the House 


After years of sporadic demands for a law 
that would end the virtual immunity now exist- 
ing for officials who solicit bribes, the Missouri 
Senate at last has passed a bill providing pen- 
alties of up to five years in prison for the of- 
fense. It is simple common sense to penalize 
the bribe solicitor as severely as the bribe giver 
is penalized, but it required the State-wide shock 
of the Falzone scandal to produce action from 
the Senate. 

Its approval is only half the job, however. The 
measure now goes to the House, where a similar 
bill failed last spring because so many Represent- 
atives stayed away from the hall when it came 
up for a vote. Missourians interested in decent 
government will be watching closely to see that 
the House does not fail again in the urgent busi- 
ness of providing a means for dealing drastically 
with bribe-hungry officials.

Why, having won the greatest and most 
brilliant victory of human record, do we 
feel no sense of triumph? Why, having 
dictated to our enemies the terms of a 
most abject surrender, do we lack the sense 
of security? Why, having joined with the 
nations which want peace in a great and 
potentially powerful world organization for 
the maintenance of the peace, do we have 
so little sense of peace? 

There are, of course, obvious answers to 
those questions, Or, rather, there is one 
answer which apparently seems obvious to 
those who care to make it. The answer is 
Russia. Or the answer is Russia plus the 
atomic rocket. 

In the opinion of certain of our country- 
men who think of themselves as realistic 
and fearless facers of the truth, the reason 
we feel insecure is Russia. The reason we 
have no sense of peace is Russia, The rea- 
son our victory had no triumph is Russia, 
We have won, in short, the wrong war, 
and there can be no peace until... 


The rest of the sentence is left hanging 
in the air for hate and fear and bigotry 
to finish. 


Russia Wants Peace 


If Russia continues to follow a policy, 
and if we continue to follow a policy, which 
between them will create a planet with 
two poles of power, each with its surround- 
ing satellites and its offshore islands, then 
the likelihood undoubtedly is that those 
two poles of power will pull each other into 
war-—and the certainty assuredly is that 
such a war would be the final and supreme 
disaster to the world. 


But because Russia may become a threat 
to our security, as we to hers, it does not 
follow that Russia now is such a threat 
or ever need be. At the present moment, 
and for the practicable future, vital Amer- 
ican interests conflict with vital Russian 
interests at no point on the earth’s surface. 
And at the present moment, and for the 
practicable future, no nation wants war less 
than Russia, unless it be ourselves. 


To attribute the apprehensiveness and 
uncertainty and confusion of our time to 
the fact that Russia exists in our time is 
like attributing the aches and pains of 
rheumatism to the evil eye, or the dolors 
of melancholy to the wearing of an opal. 


Why This Mistrust? 


It is not Russia which creates the appre- 
hensiveness. It is the apprehensiveness 
which makes of Russia the sinister and 
‘menacing figure we are shown so often in 
the propagandist press. 

The important question from the point 
of view of the intellectual and moral cli- 
mate of our time is not the question of 
Russia. It is the question of our confi- 
dence in peace, Why do we not believe in 
it? Why do we mistrust it? 

Is it because we believed in it once and 
were deceived? Is it because weapons now 
exist which can destroy it so easily and so 
disastrously—and with so little warning? 
Or is it some doctrine of historical fatality 
that troubles us? 

Do we feel, as some among us say they 
feel, that we are caught in one of those 
imbalances of time in which no equilibrium 
is possible—in which the world must in- 


evitably swing from disaster to disaster, 
each more terrible and more destructive 
than thg last, until the few remaining cin- 
ders are left? 

It is hard to believe in answers such as 
these, however earnestly they may be of- 
fered. One must think very little of the 
human race to believe that the deception 
of 25 years ago has so conditioned us that 
we are now incapable of confidence and 
hope. Even the laboratory animals of the 
psychologist have more stubbornness in 
their belief in life than that, and more re- 
sistance. Even the lost generations are 
not lost to shame. 


A Fundamental Equation 


As for the atomic bomb, there is nothing 
in that discovery, revolutionary and dra- 
matic as it is, to change the fundamental 
character of the equation. Because you can 
kill more people more rapidly and with 
less warning ‘with an atomic rocket than 
with a fleet of bombers, it does not follow 
that peace is more improbable, but only 
that war is less to be endured—which may 
indeed enlarge the probability of peace. 


Publicly and in our official declarations 
we fought the war for a new and better 
world. Privately, and in our domestic re- 
assurances, we fought the war to return 
to the world we had. And now that the 
war is over and we have won it, we have 
neither world. Or rather, we have just 
enough of each to spoi] the other. 

With us, it is not easy to go back because, 
except for a time perhaps in our own coun- 
try, there is no place left to go back to. 
There is only the way on. And the way 
on Was not what we meant when we told 
ourselves, in the words of our domestic re- 
assurances, we were fighting to keep the 
world the same for the boys to find when 
the war was over, 


Disaster to Deny Ideals 


The contradiction between. the public ex- 
pression of our purpose to fight for the 
freedom of mankind, and the private ex- 
pression of our intention to fight for the 
kind of world we had before, is not a con- 
tradiction which will lose its emasculating 
and destructive power because the war is 
over, 

If those who propose to substitute for 
the old American dedication to the cause 
of freedom a new American dedication to 
the preservation of’the thing they call, not 
very honestly, the American way of life— 
if those who propose to substitute for the 
self-evident truths of the Declaration of 
Independence the self-evident interests of 
the American status quo—if those who pro- 
pose this perversion of the American mind 
succeed, they will do two fatal things. 

They will destroy the generative force, 
the historical dynamic, of American life. 
And they will establish the United States 
as the negative and reactionary pole of 
world opinion and world politics. Both 
would be disastrous not only to ourselves 
but to the world,

High Faith in Democracy 
Is Theme of a Historian 


“Freedom and Responsibility in the American Way 
of Life,” by Carl L. Becker, (Alfred Knopf, New 
York.) 

When Carl Becker, professor emeritus of 
history at Cornell,"died last April, Amer- 
ica and its way of life lost one of their 
most vigorous and most level-headed de- 
fenders. His long career was devoted to the 
study of American democracy, but not 
just in its origins and its development. 
Becker believed that history changes with 
the generations that write it, and that in 
order to understand today’s history or to 
create it conscientiously, the historian 
must first understand his own age. 

In his last years, during the depression 
and the war, his deep faith in democracy 
led him to shift the focus of his study 
from the past to the present. He became 
what historians in theory all pretend to: 
the scholar who studies the past in order 
to understand the present and to prepare 
for the future. 

* . > 


The vestiges of graduate-school pedantry 
disappeared. His phrases became more 
pungent, his irony more trenchant. Secure 
in his faith and his great learning, in 
judging current ideas and events he swung 
easily from contemptuous dismissal to 
passionate advocacy. 

He was no starry-eyed optimist or clois- 
tered idealist. Keenly aware of the need 
for change imposed by changing condi- 
tions, convinced that there is no static 
moment in history, for decay begins even 
before growth ceases, he yet kept his 
feet and his head, and stubbornly refused 
to admit that any of the ideals for which 
this nation was founded need be sur- 
rendered or despaired of. 

Out of this approach come naturally 
the weak and the strong points of the 
present volume, five lectures given in 
December, 1944. From lecture to lecture 
and within each lecture, Becker moves 
from the accepted to the controversial. 

. * . 

The first two lectures, on majority rule 
and freedom of speech, seem mild, almost 
commonplace. Only when the whole pat- 
tern is revealed are their force and origi- 
nality apparent, In the last three, on free- 
dom of learning, constitutional government 
and private enterprise, Becker pleads the 
case for American democracy in a world 
vastly changed from that into which Jef- 
ferson, Adams and Paine brought it. 

The central theme, the discouraging and 
the hopeful idea, is that the world’s future 
depends upon the moral stature of the 
people. No government is a government 
of laws alone, but of laws and men. No 
social or economic system will operate 
equitably if left to itself. There are no 
rights without responsibilities. Unless the 
responsibilities are willingly and generously 
accepted, the “natural rights of man” will 
continue unrealized ideals, 

It is too bad that eee will not 
be widely read, Neither dull nor dry, it is 
yet not light reading. But we can be 
thankful that it will be read, because it 
was written by Becker, by all those who 
believe with him.

COSMIC RAYS REVEAL 
NEW FACTS ON-ATOM 


Dr. Compton Says Potential 
Energy Is Greater Than 
of Atomic Fission. 


Cosmic rays, research specialty 
of Chancellor Arthur H. Compton 
of Washington University, were 
credited with a greater potential 
energy than that generated by 
atomic fission, in Dr. Compton's 
talk last night before the Academy 
of Science. The occasion was the 
academy’s ninetieth annual meet- 
ing, held at the University Club. 

Dr. Compton, whose work with 
cosmic rays won the 1927 Nobel 
prize for physics, said the study 


of these rays had shown processes 
by which the entire mass of an 
atom is transformed into energy 
and power. In comparison, ura- 
nium fission obtains useful energy 
from only about 1-1000 of the mass 
of an atom. He said, however, 
that development of a bomb based 
on cosmic radiation is far in the 
future, 

Study of cosmic rays, the speak- 
er said; has led to discovery of a 
new series of elemental particles, 
which merge to form atoms. In 
addition to those particles already 
known and classified—electrons, 
protons and neutrons—several] oth- 
ers have been found in cosmic 
rays which are constituents of 
atoms. 

“The relations between these 
particles, as they come together to 
form the atoms of which mole- 
cules are composed, are as import- 
ant an aspect of the scientific un- 
derstanding of matter as is the 
chemistry of molecules or the re- 
lations of stars to form a galaxy,” 
Dr. Compton said. 

Another frontier of modern sci- 
ence which has been opened by the 
study of cosmic rays is the hither- 
to unrevealed mystery of the prop- 
erties of stars and galaxies. Strong 
evidence has been found that stars 
are giant magnets, possessing mag- 
netic powers similar to those of 
the earth, he said, and in their 
movements the stars carry electri- 
fied particles with them. Among 
these are protons, particles carry- 
ing a positive electrical charge, 
and constituents of atoms and cos- 
mic rays, he said, 

Cosmic rays, drawn by the mag- 
netic powers of the earth, are 
found in most abundant quantities 
in the earth’s atmosphere near the 
poles and are weak at the equator. 
To the extent that they can be 
measured, the tota] amount. of 
cosmic rays reaching the earth is 
equivalent only to those of the 
stars, he said.

Tom Gorman today gave a cool 
reception to a one-year contract 
offered him by Washington Uni- 
versity to coach the Bears’ foot- 
ball team next fall, 

Gorman, at his home in Lexing- 
ton, Ky., told the Post-Dispatch 
the terms of the contract were 
“not quite what I desired.” 

Whether he would accept the 
offer of the contract, dated from 
Feb. 1, 1946 to the same date in 
1947, Gorman would not say, but 
he gave no indication that he was 
likely to accept the offer. 

During conversations with uni- 
versity officials here over the 
weekend, Gorman indicated dis- 
couragement over disagreements 
he had with Chancellor Arthur H. 
Compton and deans of the uni- 
versity as to the athletic policy. 

Nothing Gorman had to say to- 
day indicated that the university 
had further attempted to meet his 
wishes on the future course of 
fooball at Washington. 

No Agreement on Salary. 

The university offer of the con- 
tract was officially announced 
shortly before noon today by Mrs. 
Kay Tracy, a secretary to Dr. 
Compton who stopped Dean J. C. 
Stearns on his way into Comp- 
ton’s office togsk if the announce- 
ment could bg@ made officially. 

No respons¢-to the offer has 
been received, Mrs. Tracy said, 
adding that agreement on salary 
has not been reached. 

Gorman, who has sought in 
earlier meetings wtih Dr. Comp- 
ton to work out a “sane athletic 
policy,” said he was not able to 
reach an agreement in those con- 
ferences, which included Deans 
Douglas V. Martin and William 
Glawgow Bowling and Chairman 
of the Athletic Committee F. H. 
Ewerhardat. 

In what was a moment of ex- 
treme discouragement, Gorman 
said he was “going to get out of 
coaching” if he failed to reach an 
agreement with Washington U. 
He gave no indication of taking 
that step today, however. 

Progress on Program. 

These developménts followed a 
recent announcement by Dr. 
Compton that the school was mak- 
ing progress in his quest for 
“satisfactory basis” for football. 

The chancellor, who addressed 
the National 
Association here recently on 
perils of commercialism in inter- 
collegiate sport, at that time made

as high as a cake can when it 
is made according to rules. In 
analyzing the recipe, you will find 
the base of this interesting ar- 
rangement is just good white cake 
batter. The flavoring that per- 
meates all the batter is vanilla. 
The finished batter is divided into 
three parts—one part of course 
remains in the original mixing 
bowl—and that is the white part. 
Another part of the batter has 
melted cooled chocolate and soda 
in water added and the batter is 
stirred just enough to blend well. 
Red coloring is added to the third 
part to produce a delicate pink 
color and just enough stirring is 
done to obtain even color, It is most 
important to proceed from one 
step to another as quickly as pos- 
sible so that the mixed batter 
can move speedily into the baking 
pan. All of this means the pan 
must be prepared, all the ingredi- 
ents must be at hand before any 
part of the mixing begins. One 
batter is poured into the pan and 
quickly spread into an even layer. 
Then the next and the next are 
poured and spread the same way. 
Because chocolate burns easily, it 


is a good plan to always put the: 


chocolate batter in the center, 
After you have made this cake 
once you will have other ideas for 
putting the colors together. For 
instance you can cut down 
through all three layers and up 
to the top in two or three spots 
and the result will be a three- 
colored marble cake. And one 
does not have to stick to seven- 
minute frosting. A chocolate but- 
ter frosting provides harmonious 
flavor and a pleasing richness. 
Neopolitan Cake. 

Two cups sifted cake flour, two 
and one-fourth teaspoons baking 
powder, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-half cup shortening, one cup 
sugar, one-half cup egg whites (4 
large), one-half cup milk, one 
teaspoon vanilla, one tablespoon 
boiling water, one-eighth teaspoon 
soda, one square unsweetened 
chocolate, melted; red coloring. 

Sift flour, baking powder and 
salt together three times. Cream 
shortening and three-fourths cup 
of the sugar until light and fluffy. 
Add one-half of the egg whites, 
unbeaten and beat thoroughly. 
Add flour mixture and milk alter- 
nately beginning and ending with 
flour. Mix well after each addi- 
tion. Add vanilla. Beat remaining 
egg whites until stiff, then grad- 
ually add remaining sugar and 
beat until mixture stands in firm 
peaks. Fold into the cake batter 
lightly but thoroughly. Divide 
batter intogthree parts. Add soda 
to the boWwhg water and add with 
the chocogate to one part and 
mix well. Add a few drops of 
ed coloring to a second part and 

ix well. Place waxed paper in 
the bottom of a square loaf pan 
(8 by 2 inches) and pour batter 
in, one color at a time, pink, white 
and chocolate. Bake in a moder- 
ately hot oven (350 degrees 
fahrenheit) for 35 or 40 minutes. 
Cool thoroughly and ice with sev- 
en minutes frosting. Eight serv- 
ings.

Breakfast: Baked apples, soft 
jelly.

Cut two slices bacon into small 
pieces and render until the pieces 
are crisp and slightly brown. Add 
two tablespoons chopped onion, 
one-fourth cup finely chopped cel- 
ery leaves, one and one-half cups 
milk, one and one-fourth tea- 
spoons salt, one teaspoon brown 
sugar and simmer for 10 minutes.

“T don’t know enough to take 
care of a baby, she says, “and I’m 
too emotional. I love him more 
thah anything on earth but love 
won’t make up for ignorance. So 
I'm going to get someone who's 
fit.” 

But the family won't listen to 
her argument. They’re horrified, 
disgusted, enraged and alarmed. 
Lots of families fee] that way 
nowadays. More and more young 
women are violating all our pretty 
traditions and letting Nursie do 
it, while they pay the overhead. 
The situation has become one of 
our big, twentieth century prob- 
lems. Well, what of it? Is it a 
dangerous situation? Are these 
revolutionary young mothers 
heartless monsters? Or are they 
sensible, farsighted young women 
whose progressive attitude society 
should honor? 

I'm for them. Here’s why. I 
had a baby once. No baby was 
ever more madly loved than my 
little boy, or more devotedly 
served. Every time my baby 
cried I held my breath. Literally. 
Ecstacy—adoration — pride — en- 
thusiasm — sacrifice — sentimen- 
tality—they were smeared all 
over the place. Every drop my 
baby ate was weighed and meas- 
ured—every moment he slept was 
scheduled—but no one weighed or 
measured or scheduled my darned 
foolishness. My wasted emotion. 
My unwise excitement, 

I was a dear, sweet, wonderful 
little mother and I looked lovely 
in a picture with a veil over my 
head and my baby in my arms— 
but when it came down to brass 


tacks, I was just about as restful 
as a circus parade. And my baby 
paid for it. 

Babies don’t need circus pa- 
rades. Circus parades are plain 
poison to babies. Babies need 
calm, accurate, reliable, efficient 
machines. 

The average inexperienced 
young mother isn’t calm, reliable, 
accurate or efficient. eae 
plumber knew as little about han- 
dling himself and his job as she 
knows about handling herself and 
her job he'd be barred from every 
union. And yet she’s intrusted 
with the most valuable article on 
earth—and we expect God to tell 
her how to manage it. 

Some day, perhaps, they won't 
have to hire experts. Some day 
mothers will be trained like other 
professionals—mothers will have 
to pass examinations and get li- 
censes before they can qualify for 
their positions. That's what we 
need. Less sticky sentiment and 
more snappy service.

My Day -o-

LONDON, Tuesday. 

HERE is something that gives 
Tox a great sense of security 

in the way in which the Brit- 
ish dominions freely express their 
points of view even when they 
are in opposition to the United 
Kingdom. They remind me of 
some of our own states when they 
disagree with some measure that 
the government in Washington is 
putting through. 

An instance was the election of 
Australia as the sixth non-perma- 
nent member of the U.N.O. Secur- 
ity Council last Saturday after 
Canada had withdrawn as a can- 
didate. The United Kingdom had 
voted for Canada but, when New 
Zealand expressed the firm con- 
viction that Australia should be 
substituted to gain wider geo- 
graphical representation, there 
was no sign of perturbation on 
the part of the United Kingdom 
delegates. ‘They evidently thought 
this was a question for the do- 
minions to settle among them- 
selves without the slightest inter- 
ference. 

This is hopeful, I think, because 
it shows a sense of their-own -se- 
curity on fundamentals and a 
willingness to let everyone ex- 
press his opinions and to trust 
to the fairness of the whole group 
in the final decision. I think 
Canada was strengthened because 
of her magnanimous action. 

Similarly, in the vote for the 
last seat on the Economic and So- 
cial Council, New Zealand and 
Yugoslavia were close contenders. 
Then, yesterday (Monday), New 
Zealand withdrew and, in doing 
so, I think she satrengthened her 
position for future consideration 
for some other post,

THE SECURITY COUNCIL, 
now elected, will shortly proceed 
to meet. It is in connection with 
this council that the Allied mili- 
tary and naval staffs will meet to 
discuss security problems from a 
purely military point of view. 

On Saturday, the voting on the 
Security Council took such a long 
time that I was obliged to ask 
Mr. Byrnes for permission to leave 
early in order to attend a com- 
mittee meeting of members of my 
own delegation. I had asked an 
old family friend, Lady Archer- 
Shee, to come in for tea and, as 
I could not get back, I was very 
glad that my aunt, Mrs. Gray, 
who had come over from Ireland 
with her husband toestay with 
me for a few days, was able to 
look after my guest. I had just 
a few minutes to talk with her 
before my meeting started, At a 


little before 7, when I went in to 
see Mrs. Byrnes, I found that her 
husband and Senators Connally 
and Vandenberg were still sitting 
in Westminster Hall watching the 
ballots cast. 

ON SUNDAY, as there were no 
meetings, I had arranged to lunch 
with my old friends Mr. and Mrs. 
Leonard Elmhirst and to dine 
with Sir Arthur and Lady Salter. 
I kept both these engagements 
but, in both cases, had to leave 
to drive down to the B.B.C. stu- 
dios. I had to make a record to be 
transmitted to Washington for the 
opening of the March of Dimes in 
connection with the annual infan- 
tile paralysis campaign which has 
been conducted ever since my 
husband went to Washington. 

It seems very funny, when one 
goes to the BBC studio, to listen 
to the conversations which go on 
between the men in the London 
studio and the men in a New York 
studio. It is so casual and inti- 
mate that the sense of distance is 
almost entirely obliterated. The 
oth day, I sent a message to 
Edward Murrow, who had just 
come into the New York studio, 
to tell him that I had seen his 
nine-week-old son for the first 
time and thought him a beautifully 
healthy baby. 

Sunday evening, I had to leave 
my host and hostess immediately 
after dinner to go back to the BBC 
and talk for three minutes and 30 
seconds on one of the National 
Broadcasting Company programs 
in New York. I listened to the 
United Nations hymn played just 
before I spoke, and I felt that I 
must be sitting in New York, not 
in one of London's underground 
studios still in use by BBC. They 
had to be put underground dur- 
ing the war and you atill go down 
two flights of stairs to do a broad- 
cast,

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Lunch With a Chinese Gourmet 


Tiny Clams, Shrimp, Fish Heads and Turtle Shells Are High Spots of Menu

SHANGHAI, China. 

HE restaurant of Lao Cheng 
T Shing stands in the turbulent 

confines of Kiukiang road, 
where for two centuries its viands 
have delighted the palates and fat- 
tened the bellies of Chinese gour- 
mets. 

Lao Cheng Shing has neither at- 
mosphere nor pretension, It is a 
two-story stone building with the 
first floor open upon the street. 
This is the kitchen, a vastness of 
steaming kettles and pewter and 
cooks intemt upon their craft. 
Through the kitchen and up the 
stair is the dining room, crowded 
and chilly with plain red lacquer 
tables and benches. 


Chinese diners of great appetite 
and endurance frequently rendez- 
vous there for lunch and eat and 
drink and talk straight through 
the afternoon and evening until 
midnight, when they are carried 
away groaning happily in their 
rickshas, 

Mr. Jimmy Wei, a genial preach- 
er of the gospel of Chifigg Kai- 
shek, led me there to lunch and 
plied me with hew tze, yu pao sha, 
shao tao wei, hungshao yuan yu 
and han tsai shuensun tong, lubri- 
cated with many steaming cups of 
shao hsing, a light yellow rice 
wine not unlike sherry. 

Dining at Lao Cheng Shing’s is 
eating uncomplicated by ceremo- 
ny. A waiter brings chopsticks 
and a bowl of boiling clear water. 
The bowl! contains two small china 
cups and a porcelain soup spoon 
for each diner. "Except for two 
shallow dishes of sauce, the tdble 
carries no other utensils and no 
decorations, | 

The boiling water insures that 
your dishes reach you clean and 
sterile, a notion of merit. Next a 
waiter appears with another bowl 
from which he fishes and wrings 
out a wet and steaming towel for 
each guest, maybe not as neat as 
a fingerbowl, but surely more ef- 
ficient. 

The meal began with hew tze 
and yu pao sha and a crude pew- 
ter pitcher of hot yellow wine. The 
wine is heated in the pitcher, 
which is capped with paper to pre- 
serve its fragrance.

Hew tze are tiny clams, each 
about the size of a little finger- 
tip.

The skillful diner 
takes one in his chopsticks, dips 
it in sauce and deftly pops out 
the meat with tong and teeth, 
keeping the shell firmly clasped 
in the sticks until he deposits it 
on the pile of empties. The un- 
skilled diner, meaning me, gets 
the clam to his lips in the chop- 
sticks, but then shamelessly re 
verts to fingers.

Like hew tze, 
they are served by the hundred. 

“These and the clams are cooked 
in the shell to make one eat slow- 
ly and therefore drink less. It is 
a curb upon over-indulgence, and 
not a bad idea,” said Jimmy,

Eating yu pao sha’ is another 
trick of chopstick sleight-of-hand. 
You pop one into your mouth, bite 
it in two, crush the rich meat and 
sauce from the head with your 
tongue, split the after shell and 
suck the meat from it and use 
your chopsticks to retrieve the 
shell and deposit it neatly with 
the empties. 

As inept at eating yu pao sha as 
with hew tze, I employed enthusi- 
asm to substitute for skill and 
built as handsome a stack of emp- 
ty shells as did my host, Mr. 
Jimmy Wei. 

The waiter came with a freshly 
heated pewter pitcher of yellow 
wine and another savory platter 
of food. 

“This is shao tao wel, the head 
and tail of carp baked in sauce of 
many herbs and savories,” said 
Jimmy Wei. 

“In America, when we eat fish, 
we throw away the head and tai] 
and eat the part between,” I said 
distrustfully, 

“You 1 do » yourself an 1 injustice. 
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The head and tall contain the fat- 
test and tenderest meat,” said 
Jimmy, picking up the bony tail 
fin and demonstrating the proper 
technique. He held the fin in his 
teeth and sucked the cage ae 
the bones. A believer in the vir- 
tues of experiment, I followed suit, 
but remained unconverted. For 
Wheeler, I’m afraid, the best part 
of a fish will remain abcut half- 
way between the double-ended 
ideal of Jimmy Wei. 

A platter heaped with dark slabs 
of meat and shell appeared, 
drenched in a thick, rich gravy. 
This was hungshao yuan yu, which 
means “turtle in sauce.” 

Mr. Wei grinned while hié out- 
lander guest eyed this concoction 
with grave doubt. 

“You eat it, shell and all. In- 
deed, the shell is the best of it. 
Here, I'll show you,” said Jimmy. 
He apprehended an obviously slip- 
pery and elusive slab of shell and 
held it dripping aloft while he 
paused to make an observation 
on the cultural and ‘educational 
uses of chopsticks. 

“In China, we teach our chil- 
dren that chopsticks are the es- 
sense of co-operation. When the 
sticks are used skillfully they co- 
operate and one eats. If the sticks 
are used clumsily, they don’t work 
together and you starve. It is the 
Same getting along with your 
neighbors.” 

“Maybe so, but how’re you aim- 
ing to get any nourishment out 
of a turtle shell?” [ demanded. 

“Like this,” said Jimmy. He 
stuck the dripping viand in his 
mouth and shortly reached in 
with chopsticks pulling out the 
debris a fragment of bony 
shell and flat rib bones. “The 
edge of the shell, when sufficient- 
ly cooked, is tender and delicious. 
Try it,” he said. 

I did and he was right. My 
pile of shells and bones grew a 
couple of inches higher, even 
though my chopsticks remained as 
stubbornly un-co-operati\ve as Gen- 
eral Motors and Walter Reuther. 

At the restaurant Lao Cheng 
Shing, the soup comes last. Jimmy 
ordered han tsai shuehsun tong, 
which is a clear vegetable soup 
with. bits of green pickled cab- 
bare and bamboo shoots and a 
few dried shrimp. Jimmy ex- 
plained that when the vegetarian 
Sir Stafford Cripps, visited Chung- 
king, han tsaif shuehsun tong be- 
came his favorite soup, a. prefer- 
ence which proved easy to under- 
stand. 

We staggered out of Lao Cheng 
Shing after two hours of steady 
eating. How Chinese gourmets can 
sometimes keep it up for 12 hours 
is something Confucius should 
have explained.

West cashed the king and ace 
of hearts, then shifted to a dia- 
mond. Dummy’s ace was put up, 
and declarer led a low trump to 
his jack—East having played the 
seven-spot. West's failure to fol- 
low suit was a severe shock to de 
clarer, and an insurmountable ob- 
stacle at this point. For now, no 
matter how South maneuvered 
East was sure to win two trump 
tricks with his remaining A-10-9 
The contract was lost. 


Even if there had been no ad- 
verse bidding declarer’s manage- 
ment of trumps would have 
called for several demerits. As it 
was, West’s two-heart overcall— 
a dangerous effort, incidentally— 
should have put South on the 
alert for a bad break in trumps 
Obviously, West had ‘made his 
bid with no card or value in the 
minor suits, so it was only to be 
expected that he had distribu- 
tional values, as compensation. 
Another long suit, with corre 
sponding shortness in spades 
might constitute those values. 

In any case South could see 
that the only danger of losing 
the contract was the possibility 
that trumps were “banked,” all 
four in one hand. If, by weird 
chance, West had these four, 
nothing under the sun could be 
done about it—he would have an 
unassailable tenace position. 
Thus, the logical plan was to 
guard against a position § that 
could be rectified — all four 
trumps in East’s hand. The right 
play was the queen from dummy, 
Then, with the situation revealed, 
South would have an easy time of 
it, leading trumps twice more 
from dummy, smothering § the 
10-9-7 under the K-J-8. 
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
